REMARKS 

In response to the above Office Action, the claims have been amended to place 
them in condition for allowance. 

More specifically, claim 1 has been amended to include the subject matter of 
claim 6 with claims 2, 7, and 1 1-20 dependent therefrom. 

Claim 10 has been amended to include the subject matter of claim 13, with 
claims 14-20 dependent therefrom. 

New claim 35 is former claim 1 amended to include the subject matter of claim 8 
and claims 36-44 dependent therefrom correspond to claims 2 and 11-18. 

New claim 45 is former claim 1 amended to include the subject matter of claim 9 
and claims 46-54 dependent therefrom correspond to claims 2 and 11-18. 

Since the Examiner indicated that claims 6, 8, 9, and 13 contained allowable 
subject matter, it is believed the above four sets of claims should all be allowable. 

The Examiner also indicated claims 25, 26, and 29 were allowable, but if they 
were included in claim 21 then these claims would be duplicative of the first set of 
claims. Thus claims 21-34 have been cancelled. 

It is believed claims 1 , 2, 7, 10-20 and 35-54 are in condition for allowance.
